RELIEF MONET TOR THE RED CROSS 
SHOULD BE PAID AT O&CE, 


It in quite possible that the minimum quota of 
$500 for the relief of the earthquake «ufférers in 
Japan, set by Mbrgan County Bed Cross officiate, 
has been subscribed or will be in the near future. 
But subscriptions should continue as the Red 
Cross in this country can use more than its quota 
of $5,000,000 set to Aid the people of Japan, to a 
good advantage. The American Bed Cross is one 
agency in which the American people have im­ 
plicit faith. All its funds are carefully guarded 
and the government itself makes an official audit 
of them. 
The fact that the number of dead as a result of 
the earthquake was at first over estimated counts 
for nothing, in view of the fact that disease is 
spreading 
rapidly in the devastated 
territory 
close to the earthquake area. An epidemic of 
cholera is said to have broken out among the des­ 
titute, as well as many other less terrible diseases.
